The following report is submitted for your information. 

On December 11,*1963» this officer received information 
from a confidential source that a friend of the source had 
been to a coffee shop and a mech^c at 

stated that LEE HAHVEE OSWALD had been driving JACK EUBX 8 
automobile for approximately two months and (the 

mechanic) knew thls^because OSWALD had brought HUBT'Sc^ 
to his garage for repairs. The source did not know the lo 
cation of the coffe shop and did not want her Jiame used. 
Source also stated she would not give the name of the friend 
who had heard the mechanic makiiig the statement, unless it 
was absolutely necessary. A report -(Int. 2965-11) was 
on this informatidn-because it was felt a possibility existe 
of locating the meehanic 'or garage thru bills 
confiscated from the- vehicle of JACK RUBY. When photostatic 
copies of the contents of RUBY’S vehicle were received by 
this office I they were searched with negative results in 
regards to mecha ni cal worlc# 

Detective F.A. Hellinghausen was later 
the original source and was giY«n ^be name of SUBJECT and 
his place of employment, the SUBJECT being the person source 
had received the information from. SUBJECT could add only 
the information that -'the COFFEE HOUSE DRIVE IN was the n^e 
of the cafe where SUBJECT heard the mechanic make statemt 
Usted above, and the description df the “fch^c as being 
a short white male wearing greasy blue work clothes. De;^c- 
tive Hellinghausen then went to the COFFEE HOUSE DRIVE IN, 

W. Lovers Lanei'-and found that this place had gone out 
SI business duirlng th> latter part 'of December, 1963 or the 
early part of Jauiuary, 1964.
